Former Party Leader Is Lat­ 
est Example Of National He­ 
roes To Be Disciplined.

Rome (AP)—Mussolini’s stern dis­

those who fail to maintain fascist 
standards has its most recent exam­ 
ple in the fall of Augusto Turati.

ministers, deputies and party lead­ 
ers, often his friends and comrades, 
have gone the same way, .suddenly, 
from power into the darkness of the 
duce s scorn. 
Resigns Two Positions 
Turati for nearly five years was 
secretary 
of

fascist 
party, 
spokesman and strong rigrt arm of 
Mussolini. 
W hen he resigned, two 
years ago, there were reports that 
the duce was dissatisfied with him 
but soon afterwards Mussolini made 
him editor of the powerful Turin 
newspaper La Stam pa. 
In August T u rati resigned again 
and now it lias been confirmed by 
government officials that Turati is 
in a sanitarium for nervous dis­ 
eases. 
Gossip had it th at correspondence 
of his caused him to be sent to "con- 
fino" but officials emphasized that 
Turati was a patient, not a prisoner. 
Quite unofficially they added that 
his public! career had ended. 
He was one of the fascism's bril­ 
liant men, an editor who wrote well. 
an orator who galvanized crowds to 
frenzied action, a veteran with med­ 
als for valor and widely commended 
for organizing ability.

slendor,

scholar. Turati had the quick era'’*1 
of a fine athlete. Often he displayed 
tremendous strength and he was 
among the world s best fencers. 
Roberto Farinacci. Turati’s pred­ 
ecessor as party secretary and of 
opposite type, drew public rebuke 
from Mussolini a few years ago for 
his manner of publicity exposing 
Ernesto Behorn, mayor of Milan.

Mussolini sent Belloni to exile for 
malfeasance in Office, but he repri­ 
manded Farinacci for flaunting the 
scandal in his newspaper.

time when Guaiino himself appa­ 
rently thought he was too powerful 
to be teouched.

Four years ago Herbert Hoover promised to work 
for agricultural relief and provide a farm coopera­ 
tive marketing organization that would enable 
the farmers to m arket their own production. . 
That promise was kept and today there are thou­ 
sands of farm cooperatives functioning successful­ 
ly, and from which the farmer is profiting and 
will continue to profit much more in the future.

He did that despite the contin­ 
ued opposition of a Democratic House of Rep­ 
resentatives led by Democratic Vice-Presiden­ 
tial Candidate Garner. 
H e has continuously requested the Con­ 
gress for authority to work out a reorganiza­ 
tion of governmental departments, the elimina­ 
tion of those not essential to the welfare of the 
people, or that duplicate the work of other de­ 
partments. A Democratic H ouse of Represent­ 
atives, led by Democratic Vice-Presidential 
Candidate Garner, has persistently refused such 
authority.
